BentiN, via London, May 25— The
army of the Crown Prince made further
notable advancea yesterday on the east
bank of the Meuse, in the Verdun re-
Eion, retaking the Haudromont quarry
and pushing the advantage gained by
the retaking of Fort Douaumont by add-
Ing trenches to the southwest and south
of the fort

The French made repeated counter
Attacks on both sides of the Meuse ves.
terday at great cost and without making
any gain.  Three of these vain efforts
were directed against the village of
Cumleres, on the west bank.

_On the east bank of the river the
French delivered a reriea of attacks on
the German positions in the Caillette
wood, south of Fort Dosaumont, suf-
fering very heavy losses in killed and
wounded and losing more than 850 men
taken prisoner
